On October 29, 2018, the Pennsylvania State Police (PSP) received your request 
for information pursuant to Pennsylvania’s Right-to-Know Law (RTKL), 65. P.S. §§ 
67.101-67.3104, wherein you wrote: 

Pursuant to the Pennsylvania Right to Know Act, I hereby request the 
following records: 

Data on all cases of: unsolved missing persons, homicides, suspicious 
deaths, and deaths in custody involving an Alaska Native/American woman 
or girl within your jurisdiction(s). For the purposes of this request, "Alaska 
Native/American Indian" is defined as any individual who was identified as 
a member of an Alaska Native or American Indian community or as having 
Alaska Native/American heritage. "Woman or girl" includes all victims 
identified as females, as well as transgender women. If there are any Jane 
Does that have been identified as potentially Alaska Native or American 
Indian, please include them as well. We are requesting cases dating from 
1900 to present. 

A copy of your request is enclosed. By letter dated November 5, 2018, you were 
notified in accordance with RTKL section 67.902(b), that PSP required an additional 
thirty days to prepare this final response to your request. 

PSP has determined it does not have any records such as you described in its 
possession, custody, or control. A verification to this effect accompanies this letter. 
Pursuant to the decision in Jenkins vs. Pennsylvania Department of State, OOR Dkt N° 
AP 2009-0065,: "It is not a denial of access when an agency does not possess records 
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and [there is no] legal obligation to obtain them (see, e.g. Section 67.506 (d)(1))." 
Please be advised our office contacted the PSP Bureau of Research and Development, 
Statistical Services Unit, and the PSP Bureau of Criminal Investigation and no records 
were located responsive to your specific request. 

To the extent that your request seeks or may be construed to seek records 
pertaining to covert law enforcement investigations, including, intelligence gathering and 
analysis, the PSP can neither confirm nor deny the existence of such records without 
risk of compromising investigations and imperiling individuals. Under No 

Circumstances, therefore, should this final response be interpreted as indicating 
otherwise. In all events, should such records exist, they are entirely exempt from public 
disclosure under the RTKL and Criminal History Record Information Act, 18 Pa. C.S. §§ 
9101-9183. 

In closing, you have a right to appeal this response in writing to the Office of 
Open Records, 333 Market Street, 16th Floor, Harrisburg, Pennsylvania 17126. The 
appropriate OOR appeal form is available for your use at, 

https://www.dced.state.pa.us/public/oor/aDPealformaeneral.pdf . If you choose to appeal, 
you must do so within 15 business days of the mailing date of this response, and send 
to the OOR: 1) this response; 2) your request; 3) the reason or reasons why you think 
PSP wrongfully denied your access to the requested records, (a statement identifying 
any flaws in the reasons provided above as to why a requester is not subject to access 
the requested records under the RTKL).
